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PREFACE. 



This is an alphabetical arrangement of the authors and titles of 
books for young people in the Boston Public Library. The list does 
not comprise everything in the Library especially intended for juvenile 
readers, but, in general, it includes books in active demand, with some 
whose titles are less familiar which may be interesting or helpful to 
readers of various tastes, and others not especially written for children 
but useful in school reference work or adapted to attract the reader be- 
yond the range of ordinary juvenile literature. The subject headings 
therefore are intended to cover the books most required in school work 
as well as for recreative reading. More advanced works on all these 
subjects can be found by consulting the card catalogue in Bates Hall. 
A few books which were marked j (juvenile) in the Finding List of 
English Prose Fiction in the Library, published in 1903, have been 
omitted here because they are not now in active circulation. 

To aid teachers in the choice of books suited to varying ages, an 
attempt has been made to mark approximately the grades in which cer- 
tain books have been found useful. Three numerals, placed in brackets 
after titles appearing under subject headings, are employed for this 
purpose, [i] signifies the upper grammar grades, [2] the intermedi- 
ate, and [3] the primary grades. It will be noticed that two numbers 
are frequently given, showinjg^the book's prolonged usefulness through 
more than one of these divi5Jons.-..^p a fufe*; (^fd^-the books found valu- 
able in school work are thus--niac5:ed^'buf requests for deposits need 
not be confined in any way t£r'lSt{cs-rt^ufe;Vildicated.
